,Mr. Nathan's 4 other’ selections repre- 
sent a matter of taste in drama, and are 
generally to be approved for those of 
similar taste.

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/ prophesy as to who is most likely to 
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‘the popular taste, which is invariably 
based on a sentimental or comedy or 
emotional appeal the entertainment 
makes, and never on its intellectual ap- 
peal, good and bad drama becomes a 
matter of individual selection based on 
individual preferences. : 

It. is interesting to note that.of the 
popular list only two of the ten plays 
are dramatic—‘‘The Man who. Came 
Back’’ and “The Thirteenth Chair.” 
Of these only “The Man Who Came 
Back” is straight, old fashioned melo- 
drama. The appeal here is human and 
direct, florid, picturesque, and theatrical. 
There is much acting of one kind and 
another, which gives the players a 
chance. ‘‘ The Thirteenth Chair” is a 
trick drama, an affair of cooked-up 
thrills, none the less effective for that 
reason, but ‘still plainly of the theater 
and with practically no relation to life.

‘Then, too, there is no reason whatsoever to believe 
that the Roman C&tholic church would be willing 
to transfer the seat of its government, where it has 
been established for nearly 2 ,000 years, to a corner 
of the world so remote and so relatively inaccessi- 
ble as Jerusalem. Even the Italian government 
would object to it, although it offers a solution of 
the so-called Roman question. For the presence of 
the papacy at Rome brings many foreigners and 
much money, sand consequent prosperity to Italy. 
Finally, uere are already two kings of Jerusalem 
in existence, both of them Roman Catholics, who 
might be unwilling to share this titular distinction 
eyen with the pontiff. The sovereigns in question are 
the emperor of Austria and the king of Spain, ‘while 
the late king of Naples and the Two Sicilies also 
claimed this distinction prior to his eerpmement.

According to the masterly “ Guide - ‘to Diplomatic 
Practice,” recently published by the Rt. Hon. Sir 
Ernest Satow, England’s representative at the in- 
ternational tribunal of The Hague and her delegate 
to the second peace conference there in 1907, these 
titles are the “grands titres,” as - distinguished 
from the “titres moyens,” and the. “ petits titres ” 


" grands titres ” are very seldom used, and when em- 
ployed in connection with international treaties are 
in a measure nullified by the insertion of a clause. 
in the document stipulating that the “ grands titres 
ne tirent pas a consequence ” (are of ” conse- 
quence). | | 
This is necessary, since the king of Spain's 
grands titres include that of "king of Gibraltar, 
which in the case of a treaty with Great Britain 
would be inadmissible by. the latter were it not for 
this saving clause, since Gibraltar has for nearly 200 
years been in the possession of England.
